If for no other reason than that the 
Indian tribes -will bo protected from the 
harpies of the Local Government, 
we hail the new arrangements for 
their benolit with pleasure. Arailing 
themselves of the divided authority of 
the Superintendents the Local Govern- 
ment have permitted agrarian outrages 
to proceed unchecked. On two occa- 
sions, at least, they nearly involved the 
country in a bloody Indian warfare ; 
and were forced, within the past six 
weeks, to imploro the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of the Mainland to send special 
messengers to the various tribes to pro- 
mise them that "justice would be done." 
It is gratifying to know that justico 
toil} be done ; but no thanks are due 
the Local Government. They never 
thought of their pledge after the Mc- 
Lean boys were in their hands. To 
the Dominion Government attaches 
whatever credit exists for the removal 
from the domain of local politics the 
Indians of the Province. Wo feel con- 
fident that tin- condition of affairs will 
be greatly improved and that former 
satisfactory relations which existed 
between the whites and the native 
tribes will soon bo re-established. The 
moral improvement of the Indians 
will not, we hope, be forgotten. Give- 
aways and drunkenness amongst them 
in the outlying districts will, we are 
told, be stopped. Good; but .while 
looking after those who reside beyond 
the city, let those who reside within 
the city not be forgotten. Hero, in 
Victoria, is the fountain-head, so to 
speak, of the liquor supply. The source 
must be destroyed if the stream is t» 
be dried up. Energetic measures adopt- 
ed for the government of the Indians 
settled or residing hero would put a 
stop instantly to nine-tenths of the 
drunken orgies culled potlatches along 
the coast line. Here, within striking 
distance of the Indian superintendency, 
. is the spot where lurks tho evil that 
requires to be extirpated. 



LEAF FROM RUSSIAN HISTORY. 

Hot tho Caar 'Wrostlod with Goditi™ 
tioa Two Hundrod Yoars Ago. 



The recent attempt upon the life of 
the Czar of Russia will not probably 
call down on its authors, even if cap- 
tured, such terriblo punishment as 
was meted out to a band of conspira- 
tors who, in 1697, made an effort to 
assassinate the great autocrat, Peter I. 
Like some of his successors, Peter had 
ideas of progress far beyond tho mental 
conception of his subjects, and his 
praiseworthy efforts for the improve- 
ment of his country found their great- 
est obstacles among those lie was most 
anxious to serve. 

In tho years above mentioned Peter 
had declared his intention of visiting 
foreign lands for the purpose of gather- 
ing knowledge which would benefit 
his people. Tho opposition to this 
scheme was widespread, and the at- 
tempt to prevent it was made by two 
leaders of the Strelitz, (a body of mili- 
tia created about the year 1517, by 
Ivan IV., and who had mutinied a 
number of times), named Sukanim 
and Tsikler. These men plotted with 
their co-workers to set fire to tho city 
of Moscow, knowing that such an 
event would call Peter at once into 
the midst of tho people. Previous to 
the hour selected for the performance 
of their scheme, the whole party as- 
sembled at a banquet, and endeavored 
to work their courage to tho desperate 
point by drink. Two of their number, 
however, grew timid, and, alipping 
away from their party, hurried to the 
Czar with an account of tho plot 
against his life. "With a full knowledge 
of the scheme, Peter lost no time in 
checking the seditious movement, by 
ordering his faithful guards to sur- 
round the rendezvous of the conspira- 
tors. With his usual impetuosity he 
ventured among theni alone, some 
time in advance of his troops, whom 
he supposed had already captured tho 
entire party. 

His appearanco caused the utmost 
consternation among them, while he, 
although furious over the supposed 
delay of his soldiers, concealed his 
emotions, and, advancing among them, 
gave an excuse for his sudden appear- 
ance, seated himself, and proceeded to 
share in their revelry. After a time 
one whispered to Sukanim, "Brother, 
is it time 1" Sukanim, hesitated, then 
responded, "Not yet." Poter, hearing 
these words, and at the same time the 
footsteps of his soldiers, sprang from 
his seat, knocked him down with a 
terrible blow from his powerful fist, 
exclaimed, choking with rage, "If it is 
not yet time for you, scoundrel, it is 
for mo I" This prompt action and the 
entrance of the troop3 threw the gang 
into confusion, and amidst their cries 
for mercy thoy were chained and drag- 
ged away for punishment. 

All the semi-barbarous devices then 
in existence were brought into play to 
render the execution of these conspira- 
tors terrible. 

They were tortured on the rack, 
their legs and arms severed, and death 
finally put an end to their sufferings. 
Then their heads were cut off and 
mounted on a column surrounded with 
a grotesque and horrible arrangement 
of bodies, legs and arms, for thelftelec- 
tation of the half-savage populace. Can 
the present Czar repeat this perform- 
ance ? 

Peter made his tour, and was absent 
until September, 1C9S, when he ap- 
peared suddenly in Moscow, at a time 
when his subjects supposed him in 
Germany. His rapid and secret move- 
ments were caused by tidings of a re- 
volt among the Strelit;:, who had left 
their military stations and marched 
towards Moscow. They had met Gen. 
era) Gordon before Peter's arrival, and 



that officer partaking somewhat of the 
savage nature of his chief, slow many 
thousands of them in battle, captured 
the remaining seven thousand, decimat- 
ed them and held the fragments for the 
delectation of his Imperial Majesty, tho 
Czar of all the Russias. 

Now the brute reigned supreme over 
the human in Peter and he reveled in 
blood. Six weeks were wasted in tor- 
turing them before the butchery com- 
menced. As a fringe to the ghastly 
picture 2,000 were hanged, while the 
remainder, kneeling in rows of fifty, 
were beheaded, Peter leading in the 
butchery with his own cword, and com- 
pelling all the noblemen of his court to 
assist in the bloody work. 

For five long winter months tho 
walls of Moscow were decorated with 
frozen corpses, while many bodies were 
left lying where they foil. To com- 
memorate tile event, a large medal was 
struck, bearing on one side the profile 
of Peter, and surrounded by the legend, 
"Pelrvs-Alexii-FUivs, D. G. Tzar, et 
Magnva Dux Totivs Russia" "Peter, 
the son of Alexis, by the grace of God, 
Czsr and Grand Duke of all the Rus 
sias." Upon the roverse, Peter is re- 
presented as Hercules, clad in tho lion's 
skin, with his club in his left hand, its 
upper portion resting upon his loft 
shoulder, while his right hand applies 
the torch, rearing tho severed heads of 
the hydra. The inscription reads, 
"Salvs Publico Firmata. Perduelliintt 
Deletis, 1G98." 

Even thes sovero measures did not 
aheck the spirit of revolution, which 
appeared again in Ki99, and was only 
smothered by continued arrests and 
wholesale beheadings.

Baols from Skag-ot. 

The steamer Josephine brought back 
several men who had attempted to go into 
tho mines un Ruby Creek, but were com- 
pelled to return on account of tho deep 
snow. Among the number who returned 
was Mr. John Pippin, a well-known 
woodsman, front whom wo leant tho fid- 
lowing particulars: Some three v/oeks ago 
he left thid city in company with two or 
three others, oacli with a month's provi- I 
sions, and arrived at Mount Vernon,, on I 
the Skagat river, the snmo day on which 
he started. Aftor remaining "there a few 
dnys several accessions were made to the 
patty, which now numbered seven men. 
They embarked in canoes, and aftor five 
days' poling and paddling arrived at tho 
portage. Their progress up the river was 
greatly retarded by a blinding storm. 
Arriving at the portago, ten miles below 
Goodell's, they camped. A party of inineis 
who left a few days ahead of them, with 
IndiariB to manage tho canoes, had arriv- 
ed' at Ooodell's and were encamped there. 
While Pippin's party were at the portage 
the snow - fell thick and fast. They held 
the fort til] a six foot polo was nowhere 
when stuck down into the snow. At this 
juncture an old Indian eaino along and re- 
ported twenty feet of snow on tho summit 
of Sour Dough Mountain.

— The daily 
New York Dispatch, describing the 
fresh difficulties which were arising, 
says the collapse of tho horseshoe de- 
vice, demolished the speculation for a 
fall in gas shares and a rise of 10 per 
cent, followed. Stockbrokers say there 
was little' or no genuine selling at the 
recent low prices. 

New York, Jan. 17. — Fire was dis- 
covered this morning in tho third story 
of a building No. oGG Broadway, which 
soon assumed alarming proportions. 
The building had a frontage of 25 feet 
on Broadway and extended through 
to Prospect place, a distance of near 
200 feet. The first lloor was occupied 
by Abraham Kaufman, importer of 
pictures and picture frames, and the 
four stories above wero occupied by 
J'. E. Andrews & Co., dealers in furn- 
ishing goods. It was impossible at 
midnight to get any correct estimate of 
the losses. Much of the interior of the 
large building soon burned awry, but 
the roof had not fallen and the walls 
stood firm. The contents of the build- 
ing wero either burned or ruined by 
water. The police estimate Kaufman's 
loss at about $100,000; Andrews k 
Co. 's, about §50,000. The owner of the 
building is not known by the police.

attempt to rkduck matters to their old 

STATUS. 

[Special Dispatch to the Oisgonifcn.) 

Hongkong, Dec. 24. — Via San 
Francisco, Jan. 20.— Chung How, just 
returned J front St. Petersburg, now oc- 
cupies the chief position of influence 
and power at the imperial court, owing 
to his success in obtaining the retro- 
cession of . the western provinces of 
Kashgar, Hi, etc. He is a strong ad- 
vocate of exclusive Chinese rights, and 
is known to be inimical to foreign rela- 
tions. It is anticipated that a new 
policy is soon to be introduced, as de- 
fiant as prudence will allow, of the 
western powers. Several indications 
are already manifested. 

Reports have been circulated of new 
proposals for treaty amendments to bo 
issued early in 1S80 by Teung Li 
Yamen, all tending to' the resumption 
of complete control over all ports by 
China, and the assertion of the same 
rights over foreign residents as over 
native subjects. These plans, it is ap- 
parent, will be cautiously and ingeni- 
ously developed, and slow in maturing, 
but unless some event occurs to check 
the extreme self-confidence of this em 
pire, caused by over-vaunted achieve- 
ments of soldiers and diplomatists, it 
appears inevitable that a new and by 
no means friendly system will be push- 
ed forward. Successive steps, however, 
will be managed adroitly, so as to 
avoid suspicion of the4ruc purpose as 
long as possible. This is the genuine 
.Chinese programme for the coining 
year and' ^perhaps fbr several years 
following. 

Owing to strong intercessions from 
foreign and private sources, and es- 
pecially,' it is believed, from the anti- 
opium society, of England, the barbar- 
ous sentences of mutilation passed 
upon the surviving relatives of Yakub 
Bey, ex-ruler of Kashgar, have been 
commuted to life imprisonment.

JAPANESE NEWS. 

Extsnslva and Fatal Pire at Tokic— 
One Hundred or mora Livos Lost. 

[Special Dispatch to the Ortyoriia'n.} 1 ' 

Yokohama, Jan. .".—Via San Fran- 
cisco, Jan. 20. — Public attention is en- 
tirely absorbed by a disastrous confla 
gation at Tokio on December 26th. 
This is the third similar overwhelm- 
ing calamity in seven years— the first 
in 1872, the second in 1S7G. Now 
miles of ground are laid waste, nearly 
15,000 homes destroyed, and 50.000 
persons rendered destitute. The actual 
pecuniary loss is still ..undetermined, 
but it is not so great as it would be in 
western countries, owing to the cheap 
construction of the majority of the 
houses. The loss of life is reckoned at 
about 100, but there is much uncer- 
tainty, the progress of the ilauicS hav- 
ing been so rapid as to overtake and 
destroy many who could give no sign. 
In several instances numerous unrecog- 
nizable botliesandfragmeutswere found 
among the ruins. Many, again, died 
from the exposure to the . cold, the 
night succeeding the fire being excep- 
tionally bitter, as happened twice be- 
fore in great fires. A considerable 
part of the foreign district was destroy- 
ed, including several missionary estab- 
lishments, one church and one foreign 
newspaper office, tho Tokio Times. 
The legation of the United States was 
in danger, but escaped unharmed. Ex- 
traordinary measures of relief were 
instituted by the government authori- 
ties and private individuals, and no ef- 
forts were spared to alleviato suffering; 
but all those were necessarily insuffi- 
cient 

an impolitic discrimination against 
the united statics — internal af- 
FAIRS. 

Much surprise and feeling is an- 
nounced at the intention of Japan to 
fix higher customs dutios upon Ameri- 
can than upon English imports. It is 
evident that strenuous efforts have been 
made in favor of English commodities, 
while American agents have deemed 
it incredible that any unjust discrimina- 
tion would be shown against a nation 
which 1ms all along stood Japan's 
firmest friend. Nevertheless this un- 
fortunate mistake has been committed,, 
but energetic representations of its im- 
policy aiid danger have been presented 
by the United States minister, whose 
remonstrances will doubtless prove ef- 
fectual. 

The Japenese have extended their 
oxcelleut school system throughout 
the newly-adjusted Rinktn Islands. 

The British charge d'affairsis aband- 
oning the aggressive and obstructive 
course pursued by the envoy when 
the latter was himself in charge. Noti- 
fication has been issued from the lega- 
tion ordering strict compliance with 
the pilotage regulations of the govern- 
ment of Japan, a concession long de- 
nied by Sir Harry Parkes,who it is be 
lieved would never have granted it if 
he had remained here. 

All foreign postoffices are now remov- 
ed from Japan, excepting only at the 
French station at Yokohama. The 
United States offices were withdrawn 
five years ago, to the mutual satisfac- 
tion of Japanese and Americans. 
Others were retained until now, with 
the avowed objoct of extorting com- 
pensation from the Japanese authori- 
ties. 

INDIA. 

Tlio Afghanistan Affair--A Oompli- 
m«nt to CJonoral Rol3ort3. 

[Special Dispatch to the Orcgoilian.] 

LoNDON,Jan. 19. — The Mahommedan 
outbreak renews the anxiety regarding 
Afghanistan. General Roberts reports 
no fresh hangings. The official tele- 
gram asserting that 15 was the entire 
number of persons executed, though 
worded to indicate during the whole 
campaign, covers only the executions 
ordered since the re-capture of Cabul. 
The Queen confers the Star of India as 
a mark of her appreciation of General 
Roberts' services in this last campaign, 
the hangings included. 

London, Jan. 19. — A Cabul corres 
pondent quotes an opinion, represent- 
ed as of high authority, that there nev- 
er has been so strong a combination in 
Afghanistan as the recent one, and 
that having signally failed under the 
most favorable circumstances, no fur- 
ther combination need be feared. 

London, Jan. 19. — There is reason 
to believe that a new frontier province 
will be organized. It will include the 
portion of Khyber and Kurutu valleys 
mentioned by the Gullamuck treaty 
with part of Scinde, with the river 
Indus for its eastern boundary. 

A dispatch from Cabul says that (lis 
sensions have arisen among the Afghan 
leaders at Ghuzni. - 

General Roberts has been repairing 
fortifications and greatly extending his 
position. Two high hills on the west 
of the city are being covered by strong 
block houses which will partly com- 
mand the neighboring defiles. Com- 
munications between Shirpur and Bala- 
hissar will be secured by the erection 
of fortified posts on the Siah Sang hills 
The river will be bridged between Siah 
Sang and Shirpur and all walls within 
a thousand yards of Shirpur are being 
levelled and roads are making in all 
directions. 

A dispatch from Lahore says that 
the projected railway to Jellalabad has 
been abandoned. The terminus of the 
railroad will bo at Jumrood.

A BYLAW 

To Amend Bylaic No. l,fov the Protection 
of the City against Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS. EXPEDIENT TO 
amend tho Bylaw " For the Protec- 
tion of the City against Fire," dated tho 
third day of October, 1802; 

Be it therefore enaotf.d by the Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
followti: — 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of the said Bylaw- 
are hereby ropealed. 

2. Tho walls of all chimnics shall not 

be 

built 
all joints 

3. Allfluesshallbejpargottcd throughout; 
tho coating shall not be less than three- 
eighths of an inch in thickness, 

4 All outer joints of chimneys shall be 
fiat-jointed with strong lima mortar im- 
mediately after the erection thereof. 

D. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind shall be allowed to enter or rest 
upon tlie brick work of any chimney. 

6. Tho tops of all chimneys shall be at 
jeast four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
tho Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it 
shall be lawful for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order tlie same to be taken down, 
and it shall bo the dut}' of tho person 
owning tho said chimney or occupying the 
house or premises whereon tho same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days after lie shall have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order, 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction bofore tho Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of tho Peace fur tho said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of the Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
§25 for each ollence, together with the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
payment of any such lino, together with 
coats of prosecution, it shall bo lawful for 
tho Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy tho amount 
of fine and costs by distress and salo of 
the offender's goods and chattels, and in 
case no sufficient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fino and costs shall bo found, 
it shall be lawful for tho Polico Magis- 
trate or Justice of the Peace as aforesaid 
to commit the offender to the Common 
Guol for any period not exceeding one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be read and con- 
strued with the Bylaw hereinboforo men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may bo cited for all purposes as " Tho 
Bylaw to Amend tho Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of the City against Firo."
